With respect to the rules in amended section 436,goTeming expired 
siibscrlptionE, you are Informed that notwithstanding January 1, 
1!)08, Is the date the same becomes effective, it is the desire and 
purpose of the Department to give to every publiaber a rmaonable 
oppurtuulty to adjust his business to the new ooaditlons. Publish- 
ers who show good faith and that they are making progress should. 
In fairness, have such opportunity. The purpose of the new regula- 
tions is to correct real abuses and not put into the hands of postmas- 
ters instruments with which to annoy and vex pubUshers whose 
practices are normal. 

Therefore, you need not question expired subaeripUtins as defined 
by section 1116 prior to April 1, 1908, except in cases which in your 
opinion, bused upon evidence in your possession, eonstitote flagrant 
abuses in that regard and should, therefore, be speedily ellininated.

A Frankfort dispatch says; 

Two Important tobacco bills, which 
are backed by the American Society 
of Equity, were reiwrted favorably 
and given their first reading, being 
put In line for passage at an early 
date. One of them puts the tobacco 
companies and all companies doing 
business In Kentucky under the police 
jiower of the State. The other pro- 
vides a fine for any person who sells 
pooled tobacco. Both bills will be 
put on their passage within the next 
few days, and It is probable that they 
will be brought to a vote within the 
next few days. An amendment 'was 
offered to the first bill, known ns the 
McChord bill, which will prevent the 
tobacco companies from doing buslnes 
In Cincinnati and escaping the pro- 
visions of the law. It was shown that 
under the bill, as at first drawn. Louis 
vllle would lose the tobacco business, 
which would be diverted to Cincin- 
nati, but the amendment cures this 
defect and will keep the business In 
the Stata. 

Representative Wilson offered a 
resolution In the House providing for 
the appointment of a committee lo 
Investigate the awarding of contracts 
for the construction of the new Capi- 
tol. and this was adopted after It had 
been amended to Include two R'.puh- 
llcaus on the committee. It Is a call- 
ing of the hand of the Republicans 
on the charges of graft In connection 
with the construction of the Capitol, 
which were made during the last Slate 
campaign. 

Senator Curelon offered a bill fix- 
ing the salary of the members of 
the lAglslature at 140 a month during 
the two years in which they serve. In- 
stead of a certain sum each day. 
Under another bill Introduced by Sen- 
ator Curelon the salary of the Lleu- 
flxed at $2,500

Kentucky (lovernor’s Wall Chart 1.0 
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The flag of the Amerciun man-of- 
war Chesapeake and the "Halaklava 
Bugle," two of the most valuable war 
relics of a collection of antiquities 
that belonged to the late C. G. Mld- 
dlebrook, have been purchased at aiic- 
,tlon aale by American buyers, says a 
London dispatch. The Chesapeake 
flag was captured in the fight with 
the British ship Shannon In 1813,and 
there was good bidding for the faded 
and torn piece of bunting, the autheii- 
'•ticlty of which is vouch* d for In a 
written history of ownership since 
Midshipman Grundy of the Royal Na- 
vy came Into possession of the trophy 
nearly a century ago. 

The flag was sold for |4,2.^0 to a 
laondon art dealer, who also purchas- 
ed the bugle for 11,500. It was upon 
thia Instrument that the order to the 
famous Light IVigade to charge at 
the battle of Ualaklava was sound- 
ed. 

The dealer admitffffl that these high- 
ly interesting euros had been piirchas- 
ly Interesting curios had been purchas 
America, but more than this he 
would not say. There was a rumor 
that he was acting for Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, but this was subjsequently de- 
nied and lAindun does not yet know 
Into whose hands the flag and the 
bugle have fallen. 

The auction of the Middlebrook 
curios has been going on for two days 
and has attracted much attention. 
When the time came to ' put up 
ij^e flag the auction room was so 
crowded that many iiersons were un- 
able to obtain admission. The man 
who finally secured the flag started i 
tbe bidding with an offer of $100, but 
he was soon challenged by other deal- 
ers, among whom was a representative 
of an American, who said he wanted 
the flag for the Amerclan Navy L a- 
gue. The price was soon run up to 
$1,500. Here all oth.-r bidders drop- 
I>ed out and the contest was carried 
Ufi by two dealers, both of whom were 
said to represent Americans There 
was a long pause when the price hud 
reached $2,400, but then on bids of 
$250 at a time It was rapidly forced up 
to $4,250, at which figure the hninmer 
rtll. 

As soon as the sale was made there 
were loud calls In tho auction room j 
of “Doea it remain In England?” Thl 
being answered In the affirmative by 
someone j|'ho did not know that the 
English dealer was acting for an 
American, there was at once an out- 
burst of loud cheering. This was 
quickly quieted, however, when th^ 
purchaser corrected the mistake.

Massachnsr-tts 
pays all thi- o*i8t, hut r-iiuin'S lli" 
counties to refund one-half In six- 
years. In t'hio the state pays 2.'i p*T 
cent, the eounty ">0 per cent, the town- 
ships l.'i pt .- cent and the aluittlng 
property owners 10 p*-r cent. In I’*-iin- 
sylvanla the state pays 7.5 per cent.
